With impressive military honors, the 
body of Lieut. -Col. Henry Drydges 
Yates, .Med. '93, second in command 
and company officer of No. u Cana- 
dian General Hospital (.McGill), was 
laid to rest in the family vault, in 
Mount Royal Cemetery yesterday' 
afternoon. 

Lieut. -Col. Yates, who was until he 
left Canada lecturer in bacteriology in 
the Faculty of Medicine, died on Janu- 
ary 23 at Ramsgatc, England. 

The funeral took place from Christ 
Church Cathedral. Rev. Dr. Symonds, 
vicar of the Cathedral, conducted the 
service, assisted by the Very Rev, 
Dean Evans in the absence of Bishop 
Farthing, chaplain of the Victoria 
Rifles, the old regiment of the dead 
officer. 

Impressive Service. 

The service, which began a. two 
o'clock, was very impressive, and was 
attended by representatives of all citi- 
zens, for Dr. Yates was well and wide- 
ly known. 

With reversed aims, four UDtfconv 
missioned officers of the 3rd Victoria 
Rifles stood on guard over '.ho re- 
mains during the morning. The cas- 
ket was covered with floral tributes 
from the University, the city regi- 
ments and the overseas units in train- 
ing in the city, and from the officers 
of the headquarters staff, the city and 
overseas battalions. The pulpit of the 
church was draped with a Union Jack 
—the flag that draped the casket as it 
was conveyed on the gun carriage to 
the cemetery. 

The sen-ice lasted about three-quar- 
ters of an hour. AI -.-15 o'clock the 
funeral procession, beaded by the band 
of the 3rd Victoria Rifles, moved otf 
on the march to the cemetery. The 
coffin was placed on a gun carriage 
drawn by seven horses, mounted by a 
detachment of men Trom the 21st 
Westtnount Battery, under the com- 
mand of Lteut.-Col. Baker. Behind the 
gun carriage was the deceased offi- 
cer's charger. 

Behind the band of the Victoria 
Rifles came 300 men of the 73rd Bat" 
talion. Royal Highlanders of Canada, 
under the command of Lt.-Col. Peers 
Davidson, Arts 'DO, Law '93, the escort 
and firing party. 

Several carriages of floral tributes 
came next, and immediately behind 
was the gun carriage drawn by seven 
horses and hearing the casket. Fol- 
lowing the gun carriage walked the 
relatives of the dead officer, and be- 
hind were t lie representatives of the 
city and overseas units with the junior 
officers In the lead.

The Distinguished Conduct Medal 
for valor on the field has hcen award- 
ed m Sgt. Charles Gordon ("Dooley") 
McDougall, Sci. '13, serving with the 
■tlh Uattery, 5th Brigade, CF. A., in 
Fiance. The name of Sergt. McDou- 
gall appears in the recently issued 
honors list, of the. Canadian forces 
posted at London. 

Stories or the unusual activity and 
gallantry of Sergt. McDougall, who 
was gradated in Electrical in 1913, and 
took the British Association medal and 
prize, have from time to time reached 
McGill, but it is not known for what 
particular Incident he was awarded 
the Distinguished Conduct .Medal. For 
one. thing, it is known that after ihe 
battle of Langcinarck he and twelve 
others were publicly thanked ror some 
valuable service by General Aldcrson, 
while, he was a member of the gun 
crew which, under Lieut. Ollic Mow- 
att, of Carapbcllton, N.B., a few weeks 
ago carried out a hair-raising exploit 
in connection with the shelling at 
musket range of a trench full of Gor- 
man infantry. 

Sergt. .McDougall, whose regimental 
number is 42,053, is a son of the late 
Fulton McDougall, manager or Ftoyal 
Bank of Canada at Moncton, N.B. lie 
was employed at Peterboro', On - ,, 
when war broke out, and immediately 
enlisted as a gunner in Ihe overseas 
draft ot ihe 5th Peterboro' Battery. 
He Is noted as an athlete.

Dr, Bancroft gave a lecture on the 
C.N.R, 'funnel last night before the 
Railway Club. Prof. Bancroft was ac- 
tively connected with the railroad in 
ihe construction of the tunnel, and 
has obtained some very interesting 
and tiscrul information on the geology 
of Mount Royal. 

He started by giving a short history 
or Mount Royal and the vicinity. The 
Laurcntians and the region about 
Hudson Bay were the nucleus or the 
continent, while the sea bordered on 
the Laurcntians. 

There were four great periods of 
formation which brought the region to 
Its present slate, and these varied 
periods bave I ended to make the vi- 
cinity of .McGill very interesting geo- 
logically. The first period was that 
ot the sandstones, known as Potsdam 
sandstones, which were deposited by 
the prehistoric seas. Later the waters 
of tills sea became clearer and de- 
posited a formation known as dolo- 
mite. A later deposit of limestone was 
the most extensive In this period, and 
composed the greater part of Montreal 
Island and vicinity. The next and 
last period was the period in which 
the seas deposited enormous quanti- 
ties or mud. This turned to shale, a 
very crumbly rock formation, and the 
material which forms the bed of the 
St. Lawrence. 

A few million years later, a period 
of igneous activity set In. There 
was no louger water action, as the sea 
had subsided. Igneous or molten rock 
welled up, and, pushing up the upper 
crust, formed such mountains as 
Mount Royal. This action was not 
sudden but continuous. 

The next great period was the Gla- 
ciation period, in which period great 
ice sheets radiated out from various 
centres in the Arctic region, and 
spread out o\er northern North 
America, rounding off rocks, mixing 
the alluvial deposits, and grinding 
down locks. The present profile ol the 
mountain was then formed by' the 
glacier scraping all soil from the 
northern side and leaving sheer rock. 
The soil was deposited on the south- 
ern side, hence giving the mountain 
its present peculiar profile. 

The next and last period was a very 
important one to Montreal. The gla- 
ciers depressed the continent, leaving 
the greater part submerged. This 
gradually rose again, and beach lines 
were left by the. subsiding or the sea. 
There, arc several such lines about 
Montreal, and tho peculiar terrace- 
like formations in the city arc definite 
beach lines or this ancient, sea. Sea- 
shells have been found in great num- 
bers in tho vicinity of the college 
proving this theory. 

Dr. Bancroft described the method 
of cutting the tunnel briefly. He went 
on to give an idea of the anatomy of 
Ihe mountain and the regions in 
which the various formations arc 
found. It is possible that Mount 
Royal may have been once a volcano, 
but, since some 3,000 feet or surface 
ock has been worn away, any abso- 
lute proof or it has disappeared. How- 
ever, It is certain Mount Royal was 
formed by molten rocks in a process 
that involved countless years. There 
arc nine distinct zones of rock in 
.Mount Royal. These arc all marked 
and filled with dykes, fissures in the 
cooling rock that were filled up by 
igneous rock. 'I he hardest rock in the 
tunnel occurs at Mount Roval 
Heights, a 1,200 fool stretch of hard 
black rock, rilled with limestone frag- 
ments, was drilled. In some parts 
of the mountain dykes indicating no 
less than eight dirfcrent periods or 
igneous activity have been found. Es- 
scxite comprises the greater part of 
tho mountain. On the south end of 
the tunnel a considerable deposit of 
soil is to be found, based on ihe 
leader clay" which Montreal con- 
tractors find so difficult to contend 
with. This part had to be roofed 
and in ono place a floor had to be 
put in. 

He then described tho various In- 
teresting deposits caused by heated 
waters. He has some five tons of spe- 
cimens from the tunnel, most of which 
are very valuable rrom a geological 
standpoint. Calciles and gypsum (ala- 
baster! form some of the most inter- 
esting crystals In his collection. 

One peculiar form of rock which 
powders finer than laic when allowed 
to dry (saponiten, and which Is very 
smooth, was of unusual interest. Prof. 
Bancroft claims that members of some 
of the Faculty office staffs recommend 
it very highly as a cosmetic. .Native

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The College Man and the Newspaper 



No man can complete a college course without acquiring some 
ability to assimilate information from the printed page. This 
faculty he applies in his courses, but how often does he fail to use 
his developed talent beyond the pale of the curriculum ! 

What a contrast there is in the average college man's method 
of reading a newspaper to his method of attacking work required 
in a course. He usually glances at the headlines on the first page 
and then, unless he belongs to that small minority who have no 
athletic interest, devours the main items on the sporting page; 
next he glances over the headlines in the rest of the paper, read- 
ing in full any items of especial interest to himself, regardless of 
their real moment. What information he does take in is not 
likely to be retained long, because of the usual absence of effort to 
remember definitely and to co-ordinate rationally what has been 
read. 

How many undergraduates arc there who can trace clearly 
an/, concisely, even without going much into detail, the main devel- 
opments in the war? How many can talk intelligently on European 
relations during the war and produce any real facts to back up 
their statements? How many have at their tongues' end much 
other important and useful information? 

Familiarity with past events, progress, and philosophy, can 
have little value for the man of to-day if his learning is wholly 
divorced from present-day developments, if he does not use it as a 
background for his own knowledge, views and actions regarding 
modern problems. With the college man the remedy for his lack 
of perspective is not more time spent with the newspaper, but the 
application to his newspaper reading of the same principles he 
applies to reading clone in connection with a college course — 
memorizing important facts, and continual co-ordination of events. 



Unjust Criticism. 
To the Editor of The Daily: 

Dear Sir,— The King Cook celebra- 
tion, for this year, lias passed iuto his- 
tory, and an editorial comment con- 
cerning It appeared in Tuesday's Daily. 
The class of Med. '19 have examined 
Utis editorial, paragraph by para- 
graph; have discussed it freely and 
considerately, and have come to the 
conclusion that it is a clear case of 
wilful prejudice. 

The question most pertinent to the 
writer is: Docs the editorial column 
reflect student opinion, or has it been 
prostituted to an organ for the expres- 
sion of otic or more knockers?" Too 
casual reader is lead to believe mat 
those students resident at McGIU are 
those who lack spirit to go to the 
front, and that these delinquents and 
degenerates bavo with violent and 
iconoclastic hands mutilated "one of 
the old traditions of which we are 
Justly proud." 

We are told that the King Cook 
celebration has hitherto been a strict- 
ly college function and taken part In 
only by McGill Btudents. We believe 
this to be true of the recent celebra- 
tion. It differs in the respect that In- 
stead of being held in the Union or 
Phillips Squaro (as was formerly the 
case), it was bold In His Majesty's 
Theatre for a most laudable purpose. 

The writer appears grieved that this 
necessitated the loss of the most typi- 
cal feature of free speech and lo.aî 
color, and that the true nature or tlio 
annual affair has been lost. Medicine 
'19 is proud of the fact that it succ:cd- 
cd in eliminating the feature referred 
to, and that many of the obscenities 
which have characterized tho per- 
formance in the past were deliberately 
avoided. 

The class Is firmly of the opinion 
that it has the moral support of those 
who are chiefly concerned wltn the 
life of the medical students. It has 
met tho approval of the authorities 
and of tho representatives of the in- 
fluential bodies in college. 

That the affair passed off success- 
fully, that the decorum was pre- 
served and that the spirit of the occa- 
sion was more sanely observed than 
I ever before Js tho unanimous opinion 
of Med. '19. 

While confident that the outcome 
fully JiiBiiflcd the motive, our only re- 
gret is that misrepresentation was 
given such publicity and that we find 
it necessary to roply to such an un- 
warranted and malicious attack,

Will they go 
down and fall to re-attain the heights

Some modification 
of tho old greeting, "Merry Christmas 
and Happy New Year," wa3 used ap- 
propriate to the time, but there was 
no diminution of the spirit of good- 
will with which the scasou is usually 
associated. 

The heart of Edinburgh is one with 
the hearts behind the Empire. It has 
done its bit not half-heartedly, but in 
the most generou s fashion. lterrxTD^s' 
work has received unstinted suppori, 
not only from the weekly Red Cross 
day, but also from innumerable pri- 
vate contributions, churches, public 
entertainments, private work. olc. 
Schools have been thrown open fur 
barrack purposes and as hospitals fur 
the wounded. Recruiting bas gone oj 
steadily, and now in kirk and market 
a young man is scarcely seen. Edin- 
burgh more than any otlicr city in the 
old land strikes an outside observer 
as havlug a place of its own In Ha re- 
sponse to the call lo arms All clauses 
—rich and poor, educated and uucilu- 
cated— have answered alike the Em- 
pire's call. Had every part of the" 
British Isles responded like Scotland's 
capital, Lord Derby's scheme of re- 
cruiting would never havo been hcaid 
of — let alone conscription. 

Stripped of her fighting youth, Edin- 
burgh finds brave and willing substi- 
tutes in the young women to fill up 
the gaps at home. You find them con- 
ductors on street cars, ticket receivers 
at trains, ushers in kirks and concert 
halls, mail carriers, and In some cases 
coal deliverers. As clerks, stenog- 
raphers, telegraph operators and pri- 
vate secretaries you find ijicm where 
eighteen months ago men served, 
everywhere women are wanted, and 
they, for patriotism's sake, gladly take 
up the work of men. though their 
wages are less— but compared with 
the past their wages are high. In 
some spheres they may In the future 
come to displace the other sex. That 
fear already prevails among certain 
classes. 

Up to December 01. 1915, tho Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh was greatly de- 
pleted in her numbers of students. 
With tho opening of tho new year the 
numbers bave been further reduced by 
over a hundred, who aro now also 
bearing arms. The University of 
Edinburgh roll of war service — em- 
bracing members of the staff, gradu- 
ates and students, past and present- 
has now reached a total of over four 
thousand. On Sunday, December 12lh, 
1315, an impressive memorial service 
was held in St. Giles' Cathedral for 
the graduates, students and aiuninl of 
the University — in number 130— who 
have laid down their lives for their 
country.

Hike every oilier city) in the equilib- 
rium of its civic, social and education- 
al lire, sees mauy blinks-of bright sun- 
shine through the dark clouds. The 
growing list of bravo deodi done by 
her sons are conic to have nlxiul them 
a sort or divine halo, and they are told 
and rc-lold. morning, noon and night. 
Fathers and mothers, though tho sor- 
row is most bitter, are proud ot their 
sous, and smile when you Hpcait of 
them. They say. "Wo would rather 
have our sons buried in France and 
Galllpoll than to have had them shirk- 
ers when freedom, truth, justice aud 
sanctity of the home arc at stake." 
That is the spirit or the people every- 
where in the old land. 

Edinburgh at night is a place of 
darkness, except l'or a few lights along 
the street car lines, which arc shaded 
on top to prevent lighting the dark- 
ness above. A house or store which 
has not iia light properly concealed 
from view from the outislde Is liable to 
severe penally. Trains, too. leaving 
the station at night— and this is true 
in all parts of England and Scotland, 
especially along the enst coast— must 
have the windows properly darkened. 
On entering n railway carriage the 
first thing which meets one's eye is: 

"European Wav. 

"In order to conform with the re- 
quirements of ilio Admiralty, passen- 
gers must see thai Hie blinds in this 
compartment arc pulled down artcr 
dark." 

This speaks for itself. 

All who can claim for thouiselvcs 
Canadian citizenship aro given the 
must cordial welcome by the people of 
Edinburgh, as well as by all Iho old 
country folk. Canada has come to oc- 
cupy a place most unique— heretofore 
unkuowu-in the affections and ad- 
miration or the people or Ihc old land. 
They have come to distinguish clearly 
between the name "American" and 
"Canadian." AU were Americans be- 
fore the war. Canada j:< now distinct. 
Its unprecedented self-sacrifice has 
done everything to show to the eyes 
of the .Mother Country, as well as the 
world, a new and true perspective of 
its genuine worth and future great- 
ness. Tho leading dally newspaper or 
Scotland, a few days ago, commenting 
on the noble part taken by tho British 
overseas Dominions in the gfcut world 
struggle, said: 

"Canada is entitled to first mention, 
not only because of its comparative 
nearness lo the centre of the Empire, 
but on account of tho magnitude of 
the effons it has made and the penal- 
ties It has. cheerfully endured in the 
cause of Britain and civilization." 

There Is no question, they observe, 
as lo the large part Canada is going 
to play in Imperial affairs when peace 
is again restored Closer Imperial re- 
lations in trade anil commerce is a 
very live question at the present, mo- 
ment, and Edinburgh is taking its fair 
share in lire discussion of it. They, 
one and nil, have come to see that all 
the sincere ami enthusiastic Imperial- 
ists could not have done in a hundred 
years what the war is now doing for 
Britain and her Dominions beyond the 
seas — thanks lo Wllhelm II.

The P.P.C.L.I. are lu the 
same division; in fact, they were in 
rest billets near at hand for a week or 
two. 

" Thanks so much for the cigarette?. 
They came In flue. We receive lots of 
cigarettes, but u good cigarette is a 
scarce article. 1 also have received 
the pipe and match box from Arts 'in. 

"Eddie Barrett (Arts '16) is sitting 
near at hand playing cards with a 
western cowboy, a C. P. R. auditor 
and a remittance man from England, 
all sergeants lu B Company. Wc arc 
at present ten miles behind the line. 
Our billets consist of a lousy barn 
with lots of straw to sleep on. Not so 
bad as it sounds, especially after the 
dugouts. 

"Although wc arc so far away, yet 
not half an hour ago the orderly ser- 
geant came in and warned us that wa 
vwere to warn our platoous to sl"cp 
with their gas helmets to banJ, as 
there was danger of a gas attack. The 
Germans havo been quite lively at that 
game lately."

Miss E. S. Haldane recently gave an 
address at a meeting of the Duudce 
branch of the Educational Institute of 
Scotland in University College, Dun- 
dec, on the subject of "The Next Step 
in Women's Education." 

The lecturer said that with the war 
the position and vocation of women 
had undergone radical changes. Hith- 
erto there hud been certain limited 
outlets for girls, and these had been 
for the most part domestic or educa- 
tional, but un enormous number of 
new occupations had opened out to 
women, manual and intellectual, and, 
;as the various groups under Lord 
Derby's scheme were called up for 
service, women, toy ihe force of cir- 
cumstances, would be called upon to 
I fill unexpected positions for which 
they were for the most part unprepar- 
ed. Educational methods must, thcre- 
: fore, change correspondingly to meet 
what was evidently in front of the, 
country. For it was quite clear, the 
speaker said, that there was no ques- 
tion here of mcro war work— work 
that was in its nature temporary, it 
was certain that the footing women 
had gained in work which had been 
proved to be women's work, because 
women had been able to do it well, 
would not be lost, partly owing to the 
scarcity of men, but also because men 
would be required for work for which 
they seemed more suited than women. 

At present women of education 
were taking on ordinary clerical work 
at low rales of wages in order to re- 
lease men. but this could not continue 
as they were entitled to the due re- 
muneration for their work when they 
attained to the skill that was neces- 
sary to perform certain work with 
credit. Otherwise there would be a 
deterioration of pay all round, and 
there would be no inducement to ob- 
tain the education ucccssary to qual- 
ify for their work. 

Women had a very Important part 
to play in the great, reconstruction, 
and the lecturer said (but from their 
experience as an office-bearer in a 
large bureau for the employment of 
women, she fell that the question of 
that employment was in Its basis an 
educational one. They needed to have 
a much more national conception of 
education and gain a wider view of 
I civic responsibility and citizenship. 
I They ought, in that country, to have 
j education carried on to the sixteenth 
[or seventeenth year, not only for the 
i bcltci-to-do, but also for the workers. 
Class distinctions would become, in 
the future, less marked, for the whole 
nation must become a working peo- 
ple. The wonderful lesson of democ- 
racy, Miss Haldane declared, had been 
learned In the trenches by their great 
democratic army, this lesson would be 
still further learned in mutual work 
at home, and iu the days to come men 
und women would be judged much 
more by what they were than by what 
they owned, or who their parents 
were. New opportunities of serving 
the nation would come to women, and 
they must lay aside tradition and 
I prejudice)* and prepare themselves by 
I éducation to meet new conditions and 
experiences,
